be reſtored, ſo far this Affair lies at the Door of Di- 
ines; if they would doubt whether Children can 
hear Dipping, ler them conſult Phyſicians, or the 
ancient Practice of Dipping in Edward the Sixth Li- 
wrgies, and Queen Elizabeth, for tis not 100 Years 
ince it was uſed ; but for want of Certificates, all 
Divines now uſe Aſperſion, and I muſt deal plainly 
with Parents, that if they require Dipping, no Di- 
fine can refuſe it. Let them reflect on the Cauſes 
of the Alterations of this Sacrament; the Pope's Au- 
thority, then the Calviniſts Doctrine, during our 
Unnatural Wars; the Compliance of the Clergy, 
by admitting a Scruple, whether the Child in Health 
can bear Dipping, and requiring no Certificate; and 
Adults may be dipt, or have Warer poured on them, - 
withour any Conſiderat ion of their Health or Infir- 
mities ; but how a Man can be dipt in the Font, 
wants fome farther Direction in that Rubrick : Ano- 
ther Reaſon is Ignorance, Obſtinacy, Tenderneſs 
of Parents, who do not conſider, that if Baptiſm of 
their Infants be irregular, or deficient, its their own 
Faults, for which they muſt anſwer, and it may 
well produce a Scruple in their Conſcience ; it 15 
alowed that Children may be ſaved where Baptiſm 
cannot be had, but the Parents muſt anſwer for the 
8 Neglect of it, and alſo for any improper Uſe of it; if
